Subject.— Allotment of canalised items of raw materials to units engaged in the 
Drugs and Pharmaceutical industry —April 1970 — March 1971. 

No. 160-lTC(PN)/70. —Attention Is Invited to Section III of the Import Trade 
Control Policy (Red Book—-Vol. I) for the period April 1970— March 1971 which 
contains the list of items, the import of which is canalised through the State 
Trading agencies. As laid down in the said Section III, the import of specified 
drugs and medicines/chemicals Is canalised through the S.T.C. and release orders 
in respect of these items will be issued by the licensing authorities concerned on 
the S.T.C. 
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2. The position has been reviewed and it has been decided that the release 
orders In respect of drugs and rnedlcines/chemicals as mentioned in the Annexure I 
to this Public Notice will be issued to actual users (both large and small scale) 
covering their yearly req^rements by the State Drugs Control authorities instead 
of the licensing authorities. In the case of items mentioned In Annexure II to 
this Public Notice, release orders will be Issued on the S.T.C. whUe for the re¬ 
maining items as indicated in Annexure III to this Public Notice, release orders 
will be issued on the Indian Drugs and Pharmaceutical Ltd. The actual users 
should, therefore, approach State Drugs Control authorities concerned direct for 
meeting their requirements of canalis^ items on yearly basis during the period 
April 1970—March 1971. 

3. .^plications for release orders for these items should be made to the State 
Drugs Control authorities indicating the c.l.f. value of consumption of each of these 
items separately for the past two years viz. 1968-69 and 1969-70. The statement 
of consumption should be certified by a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant 
(who holds a certificate from the Institute of Tost and Works Accountants of 
India). No application fees are required to be paid. 

4. Applications for import of other item.s of drugs and medicines/chemicals re¬ 
quired by the actual users engaged in the manufacture of drugs and pharmaceu¬ 
ticals, may be made separately to the licensing authorities in the prescribed form 
and manner, The applicants should not include the consumption of the items ap¬ 
pearing in the Annexure I to this Public Notice. The existing units which have 
already made their applications for items including any of those appearing in the 
Annexure I to this Public Notice, should furnish a revised statement of consump¬ 
tion after excluding the c.i.f. value of consumption In respect of Items given In 
Annexure I to this Public Notice. 

5. The Import policy and procedure in respect of items appearing in the 
Annexure I to this Public Notice for the period April 1970—^March 1071 may be 
tfleemed to have been amended accordingly.
